I. The 1946 report of Extension worl indicates that as a. ‘result of home démon— 
stration vorl, neerly 2,000,000 farm homes, or appro3 cimately one-third ‘of the 
farm homes or the United Stetes, wer were Lucretia’ to change homemaking practices. 
In addition, home demonstration work influenced more than 1,000,600 obhair hones. 
This mesns that in 1946 over 3 million homes in the nation were reached by home 
demonstration work, . This ig a record to. be proud of, At the seme time it is 
important to note that in 1946 two-thirds of the farm homes were not influenced 
by home demonstration work. In Virginia in 1946 - of 174,885 farms, 63,994 or 
36659 percent were influenced to adopt homemaking practices. However, 30,161 
Virginia farm homes were reached for the first time by home demonstration work 
in 1946,
